Buch marvellous rapidity. Ho was aitting 
in Guildhall hall recently when Sir Ed- 
ward Sniitho said ho had been .struck, in 
viaiting America, with the groat outerpriso 
displayed by the people of the U. S. aa 
ootriparod with Canadians. lioplying to 
tha^ remark. he (Sir Charles) had pointed 
; out? tEat 'when 40 millions of people in the 
U. S!'had built a railway from Chicago to 
San Francisco it was re^jarded as a wond- 
erful achievement, but five niilliona of 
Canadians had accomplished a much 
greater work in a much shorter 
time. Ho felt sure tho pro- 
gresa ho now saw in British Columbia 
since he visited it;fqur,yeara agOf^yas ut- 
terly insignificant in domparisda With lh6 
progress of the four yea^ tb^come. The' 
completion of railway ■coimection with 
other parts of Canada would place this 
province in a po.'iition to secure tho rapid 
development of its immense reaourcos. He 
believed tho mineral wealth brought to 
light by the construction of the 0. P. U. 
would alone be sufficient to pay the whole 
cost of tho road. East of the mountains, 
and in the mountains valiiabio beds of 
anthracite and bituminous coal had boon 
discovered. In thi? province that moat 
valuable of all niiiieral.s, coal, was found 
of a superior quality, and asaocialod with 
that were iron mines aeeond to none in 
the world in richness. With the great 
North west lying behind, tho conjunction 
of these two minerals would place thin 
province in a position of the lirat impor- 
tance with a view to manufacturing in- 
dustries. Then there was the climate, 
which was unexcelled anywhoie. When 
people in England objec'el to Canada as a 
place for emigration, ho always had pleas- 
ure in' referring them to tho UDpqualiid 
climato of Britiah Columbia. Ho had 
viaited a great many parts of tho world, 
but if lie wished to enjoy the finest clim- 
ate he had over aetm ho would choose to 
mako his home in Britiah Columbia. Here 
also there were" uriequalMd 'facilities for 
tho growth and development of the finest 
qualities of fruits. He had made ar- 
rangements to have saniplea of these 
fruits preserved with salicylic acid, so as 
to show" the exact form aiul appearance of 
them' at the Ii''.ndon e.\hibitioii next year, 
;andialao some, samples of the mas^nifioent 
vegetables the province so liberally pro- 
duces. He hoped also to receive from 
this province before the exhibition closed 
next fall some samples of fresh fruit and 
vegetables, 80 that tho people of Lopdon 
/might ascertain the flavor of them as wo^l 
■'as' admire their beauty. In this ho hoped 
to receive asjistance from the people of 
British Columbia. In no other way could 
they so surely be promoting their own 
interests. With its fish, its minerals, its 
timber, its agricultural producti'Mja, and 
its magnificent climate, it would be 
strange if the eyes of tho world woro not 
drawn to the resources and attractions of 
this province; and if the people of Eng- 
land could look into the intelligent faces 
of the people of Britiah Columbia, as he 
wag now looking, they would know that 
this country was bound to take a high 
position of honor and iiiiluenco. Uo 
would do his best to promote the inter- 
ests of Britiah Columbia. The provincial 
government had generously offered to 
provide a complete exhibit of both the 
resources and educational system of the 
province, and.it would be a pleasure for 
him to speak'Well of the province. God 
had given us a country second to none in 
the world, and he was always proud to bo 
identified with its progress. It would be 
a great pleasure for him to visit Now 
Westminster when tho railway had been 
completed, and he hoped to find here 
ovidencea of continued prosperity. 

When Sir Charles Tupper, who had 
been frequenlly interrupted by applause, 
concluded his address, he waS loudly 
cheered by those present. He was then 
conducted through the PaviUirui, examin- 
ing the articles on exhibitiuu with a 
critical eye, and unatintedly.praiaing their 
size and qjjality. He next viaited tho 
grounds and seemed much struck with 
the excellence and beauty of the animals 
on show there. 

At eleven o'clock Sir Chark's and party 
drove away from the Colonial Hotel amid 
tho cheers of a largo crowd of persons 
who were assembled thp.re.

Tur - 
gooae was imuch admired and took tho 
first prize. The superior quality of graz- 
ing landa on the lower Fraser was proved 
by the excellent (piality of the butter 
from that section. It is as sweet as new- 
mown hay and haa a delicious perfume. 
With a little more care Brisish Columbia 
will rank with Canada aa a producer of 
first-class batter. The mainland was 
equally happy in its cheese, and Shaw it 
Herman were awarded tho prize. J. Shop- 
land'a pen of fine So>'.ih(lowiiH attracted 
great attention ar.J took all the prizes in 
their class. A splendid Cotswold ram 
from F. Reynolds' flock took the first 
prize. There was a good display of Bork- 
ahiroa, both aows and boars. Mrs. G. A. 
Perrin's exhibition of fowls was the moat 
complete and tho finest ever made in the 
province. It comprised bulf and partridge 
Cochins, dark and light Hrahinaa, dark 
Leghorns, Plymouth Rocka, Iloiidana, 
silver-lagged bantama, Guinea fowls, 
ducks, pigeons, duckwing, white-crested, 
black, golden and silver Polish, and black- 
red and brown red games. The last aro 
the only ones in the province. Wo .ire 
not surprised to hear that tho exhibitor 
disposed of a largo number of these beau- 
tiful fowls at; the fair. The prizes for 
ale and porter want to the ialand— Leahy 
taking that for ale and Carter that for por- 
ter. Tho Belmont Tanning Co. had a fine 
exhibit of leather of all kinds, aud boots 
and shnos. from a lady 'a tiny ahoo and a 
gentleman's fine calf boot of exquisite 
workraanahip, to the top boot of the 
hunter and the heavy shoe of the laborer.

The cam- 
paign when it duos open will bo tho 
tiercoat and most thoroughly contested 
over fought in Great Britain, Every 
voter in the country will probably bo 
reached and interested.

rracticatly, the whole number have no 
political learning, and they will bo 
liberal or tory according to tho in- 
iluonce brought to bear on them.

It is fair to assume 
that before the close of tho campaign tho 
parties will have arranged tha old voters 
pretty well on the old lines and the issue 
will be decided by the now ballots. The 
election may decide whether English pol- 
icy shall bo free or protective, whether 
tho church and state shall be divorced or 
remain united, and whether the unifica- 
tion or disintegration of the empire shall 
ensue, whether Great Britain shall con- 
tinue to interfere in foreign affairs and re- 
main amongst the 6rat powers or hold aloof 
and fall back 

INTO MK(.'ONI> lUNK. 

It may decide whether aristocracy in Eng- 
land shall continue, and whether iho 
throne shall remain. Tho extraordinary 
situation presented is that the parliament 
may be called upon to settle some if not 
all of these momentous issues. It will 
take its temper from the chance way in 
which a majority of tho two millions of 
new and uneducated voters may cast their 
first bi\llot. 

It transpires that the Ruatern policy of 
Premier Salistiury is cuiidiicted in perfect 
concord with that of I'rinco Bismarck. 
The Servian minister to England has had 
an oflicial interview witli Lord Salisbury 
and obtained from him the assurance of 
the British government's sympathy with 
Servia's aspirations. King Milan's gov- 
ernment has been urged by England to 
refrain from aggressive action ;ind rely on 
the decision of tho powers. The king has 
telegraphed in reply that he trusts in tho 
assurance given hiai by England and that 
th.a Servians are willing to wait for the 
decision of the powers unless events pre- 
cipitate the necessity for immediate ac- 
tion.

The Feelingr at Seattle. 

All Chinese Ordered to l.eavc. 

The L.a\v anflvOrder Party Or- 
eauize— 'AVIII 'Arm and 
Resist. 



• (Ebtcliisive to Tlio Coloniat) 

Seattle, W. T., Oct. 3. — The anti- 
Chinese meeting called for to-night was 
largely attended, the hall where it was 
hold being thronged to ita utmost capac- 
ity. Numerous speeches wore rnade by 
persons prominent in tho agitation, and 
all expressed the hopo that thu Chinese 
would leave peaceably before November 
1st; but declared. that .violence would re- 
sult if they should 'hot 'dci so. A com- 
mittee of fifteen was appointed to per- 
sonally notify Chinamen and employers 
of Chinese labor that all Mongolians must 
leave tho city before tho end of tho preu- 
utit month. 

Among tho monibera of the committee 
ara tho sheriff of King county, the chief 
of police and a number of prominent 
citizens. The names of all these, how- 
ever, were used withouftheir consent. 
Tho meeiiiiR adjourned at a late hour. 

While tho anti-Chinoso meeting was 
in progress ii private ineuting of pnipei'ty- 
holders was Jield at the Opera Jluuso. 
Mayor Yosier presided. 

Resuluttons were adopted declaring 
that while those present recognized tho 
evil of having Chinese among us, and 
favored all lawful and peaceable moans 
for securing their reinnval as well as tlie 
strict eiiforconieiit of ilie exclusion act; 
they deprecated violence, and in proof of 
their desire fur the onforceiuent of law 
offered themselves ai the Ir.v/fu! ;iuthur- 
itios, and declared their willmgness to 
obey any orders given them by the proper 
authorities. 

All who refused to ei^ii a pledge to this 
effect wore excluded from tho uieoliui,'. 
Those remaining, about 300 in number, 
were then sworn in as special deputy 
sheriffs, and a thorough organization was 
effected. The chief of police wus in- 
structed to warn all suapieidu.s churaetera 
to leave the city by Monday evening. At 
the first sign of violence the deputies will 
bo summoned and liiw will bo enforced at 
all hazirds. 

LATER. 

General orders have been received by tho 
eherifl" dividing the city iiitii iiiiie disi- 
tricts and appointing phicis of rendezvous 
for special deputies in each district. Both 
militia companies in the city are ordered 
to meet at their armories to-morrow after- 
noon. 

Tlic Anti-Cliincsc Meeting: ut 
llariiiuaiy Biall. 

On Saturday evening about 250 work- 
ingmen assembled to hear an address by 
Mr. D. Oronan, from Seattle, on tho 
Anti Chinese ()uestion. Tho principle 
object in Mr. Cronan's addroaa was to get 
tho workinginen to join the society 
of the Ktiighia of Labor. The chief 
aims of tho socioty are to make in- 
dustrial and moral worth, not wealth, thu 
true standard of individual and national 
greatness, and to secure to tho workers 
the full enjoyment of thu wealth they 
create, sufllcient leisure in which to de- 
velop their intellectual, moral and social 
faculties; all of the benefits, recreation 
and pleasures of association; in a word, to 
enable them to share in tho gains and 
honors of advancing civiliz-ition. Both 
Mr. McOlinnot, who spoke after him, laid 
the greatest possible stress upon the ad- 
vantages to be gained by tho absence of 
the Chinese. At the end of tho meeting 
some 75 workinginen of this city joined 
the society, and it is e.xpecteii that (in 
Monday evening when tlio meeting will 
be resumed, that many more will add their 
names to the list.

Hon. Mr. Trutch, Mr. Collinywood 
Sohreiber, 0. E., chief engineer of Do- 
minion railways, Mr. P. Duiiamuir, M. 
P. P., president, and Mr. Juauph Hun- 
tor, chief engineer of the Island railway, 
with Sir Charles Tupper and party, on 
arriving at Chemainus tm Thursday at 
noon boarded thu contraccor'a car and 
were drawn by Eugino No. 1 to tho Chc- 
mainua river bridge, which the Dominion 
engineer inspected.

Halifax, Sept. 27. — James Foley, 
aged 42, suicided to-day at the Provin- 
cial hospital by cutting his throat with 
a razor while temporarily insane. Tlie 
deceased was a most brilliant writer, 
and at one time contributed largely to 
the newspapers. He uidini largely in 
the anti-Oonfederation victory in this 
Province in 1S77. 

Wi.NUSOH, Se|)t. 27. — Ben. lleaume, 
a farmer, of Petite Oote, suicided this 
j inprning by jumping head first into a 
-well. He w:as sixty years of age. 
'rir Solomon White, M. P., has been ar- 
rested at the instance of Frank Riley, 
an old farmer, of Petite Cote, cliarged 
with assault with intent to kill. The 
trouble arose tlirougli their biiggiuH 
colliding several weeks ago, when 
White assaulted the old m&n so savage- 
ly that he has been confined ever since. 

Brantfokd, Sept. 2G. — John Hurley 
robbed an old man named E. Cuni- 
inings, of Hnuiilton, of §500, and came 
here. Sergeant MuMaliono of Hamil- 
ton and Chief Griffiths arrested him 
here yesterday, but not before Hurley 
emptied the chambers of a revolver at 
'his captors, happily without effect. 

Quebec, Sept, 27. — John M. Quinn, 
lumber merchant, of this city, was 
drowned at llimouski to day. 
,. St. John's, N. F., Sept. 26. — News 
is received that the schooner Bertha, 
during a thick fog, crashed on an ice- 
berg off Cape St. Francis, on the coast 
ofXiabrador, tho 14th innt., and went 
to pieces, sinking almost instantly. Her 
crew were saved with great diiliculty. 

Ottawa, Sept. 25. — The exports of 
Canada for August were §8,505,000. 
The imports for August were §8,754,- 
645. The duty collected was $1,653,- 
552. 

It is feared that unless some under- 
standing is arrived at between the 
United States and the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, in regard to the Chinese 
crossing over from one country to the 
other, serious international complica- 
tions may at any time arise. In con' 
nection with this fact, the case of six- 
teen Chinamen who oros.sed over from 
British Columbia t(^^Va.Hhington Terri- 
tory recently, and to which reference 
has been made, is cited. The British 
Columbia authorities refused to allow 
them to land when returned by United 
States oflicers until tho §50 per head 
license was paid, and they are now 
confined in tho penitentiary at Port 
Townsend, \V. T., pending instructions 
which have been asked for from Wasb- 
ington. The same diliiculties would 
arise in the case of Chinese crossing 
over from the United States into Cana- 
dian' territory. The British Columbia 
people are urging that steps be taken 
to avoid any trouble which might grow 
out of this feature of the Chinese 
question.
